Crop Improvement Associations 


The Manitoba, Saskatchewan, and 


Alberta Crop, Improvement Associ- 
ations were ized to serve as 
provincial mafketing agencies for 
the growers of Registered and Certi- 
fied seed. In each province they 
are sponsored and directed by 

_ officials of seed growers’ organiza- 
tions, universities, Dominion and 
Provincial governments, and grain 
„ anies. 

Object. The main object of ‘these 
Associations is to facilitate the 
wider use of Registered and Certi- 
fied seed of farm crops. This is 
accomplished by: (1) Establishing 
a fair and reasonable price to the 
grower and purchaser, (2) Enlist- 
ing the services of country elevator 
agents as salesmen. (3) Creating 
a wider demand for good 
(4) Locating and maintaining ade- 
quate seed stocks to meet the 
demand. (5) Developing, if neces- 
sary, an export market for the 
disposal of surplus stocks. 

Operation. Crop Improvement 
Associations operate in a simple and 
direct manner. They buy and own 
no seed, but simply serve as a 
medium through which seed is 
moved from the seed grower to 
farmer through the elevator agent. 
All the farmer has to do is to place 
his order for Registered or Certified 
seed with his local elevator agent 
who forwards it to his Head Office, 
or to the Secretary of the provincial 
Association. The order is then 
directed to the seed grower who 
ships the seed to the elevator agent 
for delivery to the farmer. This 
service is provided by elevator com- 
panies and provincial Departments 
of Agriculture at their own expense. 

Line Elevator agents in all three 
provinces are fully authorized dis- 
tributors of Registered and Certified 
seed for provincial crep improve- 
ment associations. It is anticipated 
that the-demand for istered and 
Certified stocks of cereal seeds, par- 
ticularly of some of the newer 
varieties, will be heavy this year. 
Consequently, Line Elevator agents 
ean render a valuable service to 
their farmer customers by encourag- 
ing them to place their orders as 
soon as possible. Order Registered 
and Certified seed now.

He can keep his temper remarkably well under ordinary 

political abuse. : 

Dr. Bruce’s handling of the probe and scalpel would 
have had salutary effects if the patient had cared to 
submit to the surgeon, but that could not be expected: 
Self-medication was the patient's resort. It was painful 
to be called a briber, but the pain could be pailiated by 
bribing everyone. No one who accepts the bribe can 
criticize- . ; 

The temptation to accept the baby bonus is great. For 
parents who are paying substantial amounts of income 
tax from a moderate ineome the temptation amounts to 
compulsion. If they do not accept the bribe, they are 


presenting the money to a government that will undoubt- 


edly waste it. They will receive credit for their refusal 
only from their own consciences. It is unlikely that their 
wives will appreciate the sacrifice of cash for a prineipie:

In the latter it will be nec- 
essary to incorporate grasses, clovere 
corn and specialized crops into his 
crop program, so as to provide suffi- 
cient feed'for stock production, 
SAWFLY RESISTANT WHEATS 

Most of the bread wheat varieties 
grown in Canada are susceptible to 
sawfly damage, A few are resistant, 
At the present time rescue is the 
only variety that is suitable for com- 
mercial production, says A. W. Platt, 
Dominion Experimental Station, 
Swift Current, Sask, 

In tests made throughout the area 
of Western Canada where the sawfly 
is. most prevalent, Rescue has shown

No one 
can foretell whether or not this will 
occur but in order to be prepared 
work is under way at the plant breed 
ing laboratory at the Experimental 
Farm, Swift Current, to develop new 
wheats having greater resistance 
than Rescue, In order to accomplish 
this Rescue has been crossed with 
the durum variety, Golden Ball, and 
with one of the perennial grasses, 
The resistance possessed by Golden 
Ball is not any greater, on the aver- 
age, than that of Rescue but it does 


the occasional damage that Rescue 
does, The perennial grass, Agropyron 
elongatum is practically immune to 
gsawfly damage. If this immunity can 
be transferred to wheat it is extrem- 
ely unlikely that any strain of saw- 
fly will develop that could attack it, 
The project is not yet sufficiently 
advanced to know whether or not 
this can be accomplished, 


FROZEN MILK AND CREAM 


Officials of the Dairy Branch of 
the Alberta Department of Agricul- 
ture point out that with the arrival 
of winter, additional care will be 
required in the handling of milk and 
cream. Only a clean-flavoured non- 
frozen product cn demand highest 
returns, ; 

Butterfat tests on frozen cream and 
milk are often inaccurate due to the 
difficulty of securing representative 
samples, There is also considerable 
delay in returning empty cans due 
to the necessity of thawing the cream 
and milk gradually at the factory; 

Frozen cream is placed in second 
grade since the frozen condition leads 
to the production of mealy butter. 
It also causes fat separation and 
difficult coagulation in the cheesé- 
making process, It often results in 
excessive losses in churning of but- 
ter and lowering of the yield in 
cheesemaking. 

A few simple rules should be 
adopted in caring for cream and milk 
during very cold weather conditions: 
1) Provide a clean, cool, but not 
freezing, storage place for your pro- 
duct,

PRICE ADJUSTMENTS FOR 
RUBBER, CANVAS FOOTWEAR 
TOLD BY PRICES BOARD 


The Wartime Prices and Trade 
Board has announced an adjustment 
in the manufacturers’ prices of 
ruhber and canvas footwear which 
will result in an approximate increase 
of ten to twenty-five cents per pair 
to the consumer, 

This increase, which was effective 
November 25, was authorized to par- 
tially offset additional costs to the 
manufacturer resulting from increas- 
ed material costs and increased lab- 


* | our rates recently authorized through 


out the industry, 

Board officials pointed out that the 
recent decrease in synthetic and 
crude rubber prices had been taken 
into consideration in establishing the 
new prices, and explained that with- 
out this drop in material costs, the 
increase would, of necessity, have 
been much greater. 


EARLY CHRISTMAS 
SEAL RETURNS

“Most encouraging” was the way 
Eric Connelly, President of the 
Alberta Tuberculosis Association, 
characterized returns during the 
first four days of the current cam- 
paign. 

“It looks as if we are off to a good 
start, Mr. Connelly said, “but nat- 
urally it will be some time yet before 
we have any real indication of how 
fully the people of Alberta are co- 
operating to make this drive a suc- 
cess,” 

Mr, Connelly said that almost with 
out exception people this year are 
buying all the Seals sent to them and 
that some are contributing substan- 
tially more than two dollars. He said 
results so far suggest that the public 
is determined to place its full support 
financial or otherwise, behind the 
current fight to eradicate tuberculos- 
is from this area and to prevent its 
re-occurance in the future.
